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SUBJECT : GUINEAN REACTION TO ALLENDE DEATH 

1. BY PROCLAMATION OF THE CENTRAL COMMITTEE OE THE GUINEAN 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY, SEPTEMBER 14 WAS OBSERVED AS A DAY OF 
MOURNING FOR FORMER CHILEAN PRESIDENT ALLENDE. THE CENTRAL 
COMMITTEE ISSUED ITS PROCLAMATION AFTER HEARING A REPORT BY 
PRESIDENT TOURE ON ALLENDE'S "ASSASSINATION". ON THE SAME 
DAY PRESIDENT TOURE OPENED A MASS RALLY TO LAUNCH A CAM- 
PAIGN AGAINST SEVERAL NEIGHBORING STATES FOR HARBORING ANTI- 
GUINEAN ELEMENTS (SEPTEL) BY CALLING FOR A MINUTE OF SILENCE 
IN ALLENDE'S HONOR. 

2. THUS EAR NO PUBLIC REFERENCES HAVE BEEN MADE TO THE U.S. 

IN CONNECTION WITH ALLENDE'S DEATH. IN A SPEECH AT THE 
NON-ALIGNED CONFERENCE IN ALGIERS, HOWEVER, PRIME MINISTER 
BEAVOGUI NOTED ALLENDE'S ABSENCE AND BLAMED IT ON "VENGEFUL 
IMPERIALISM", AN EXPRESSION ALSO USED BY PRESIDENT TOURE 
LAST WEEK IN REFERRING TO THE CONERONTATION THEN GOING ON 

IN CHILE. GUYANESE PRIME MINISTER EORBES BURNHAM IS DUE IN 
CONAKRY FOR A THREE-DAY OFFICIAL VISIT ON SEPTEMBER 15, WHICH 
MAY GIVE OCCASION EOR MORE PASSIONATE COMMENTS ON CHILEAN 
DEVELOPMENTS. 
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
